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Briefly summarized, tho avidonce adduced by the Invostigator— 
Examiners is to the offact that: 


The Da La Salle College, 1501 Taft Avornuo, Manila, Philippine 
Islends, is a Catholic aducational institution but duo to war conditions 
was not in active operation, ad vas tomporarily used by the Japenose 
as a hospitel (R 1, 59) until January 1945 when the familics of Jon 
Enrique VaS‘UEZ PRiDA, the reletod familivs of Judgo Jose R, CARLOS, 
Dr, antonio COJUANGCO and Dr. Clenonte UYCHUICO (UYCHICO) together with 
thoir sorvants, took residence thoroin (R 6, 26, 45) with sevonteon Lay 
(Christian) Brothers (R 2) who wore faculty momborse, sovon sorvants and 
emplo;'00s of the echool, and a rofugoo priest, Father Francis J. 
COSGRAVH, who wore elreoty living thoro, making a total of sixty-eight 
people residing in the inetitution. Shortl; thoreafter aa unidentified | 
yumber of Jevenese Marinos or Wavy mon cccupied a portion of tho first 
floor (R 20, 33, 59). 


On 31 January a Merino Captain ordored the civilians tc move 
as tho College was rn military objoctiv. and for tho safoty of tho in 
habitants thoy should find enothor location (R 10, 15) but the Rector 
(Diractor) Brothor XAVIZR (2 82, 97) could not find a better air-raid 
sheltor so he docided that thoy should romain (R10). Botweon 7 and 10 
Fobruary (R 1, 9, 27, 77) n Japaneso officer accompanied by twenty 
merinos, soldiers or Military Police (2 9) stationed at the Nippon 
(Japanese) Club (R 5) innediatoly south of the Collego on the sane 
stroot, together with some of the Japances living in tho building, came 
tc the south ving and searched the rofugeoes and thoir rooms and asked 
for Jude CARLOS and Brother XAVIER (R1, 9, 15, 21, 27, 45, 59, 60, 66, 
73, 86, 97) and before leaving, the Japanoso warned thoso remaining 
behind not to leave the promises, look through the wiadows or enter the 
yard (R1, 9, 15, 60, 73). Brother XAVIER ani Judge CARLOS woro thea 
tiod ant taken to the Sippon Club and botween 1700 and 1800 hours woro 
romoved from thore to the Rizal Momorial Stadium (R 9, 21, 82) where 
about an hour later shote wore heard (R83). Noithor Judge CaRLOS nor 
Srothor XAVIER hen been seon or hoard from since (R 9, 15, 27, 45, 60, 
66, 77, 86). 


Martin C, Halli, Jr., secrotary °f the inetitution, escaped 
on 10 Fobruary (2 16) defora tho Japanoso returned and took Dr, Clomonts 
UYCHUICO (UYCHICO) to operate on and tront a wounded soldier, The 
dvetor roturned two days leter (R 6, 46) and betwoen 1100 and 1200 hours 
a Jaoxnese officer vith approxim=tely twonty onlisted mon (R 66, 78) came 
inside the building searching for throe guorrilles whon thoy alleged 
wore firing from tho second flcor (R 2, 10, 21, 6), 74). Tho officer 
{aspocted the promises, then ran downstaire and tock Pamfilo aLMUDIg 
(aIMODA), Mateo ESTRERA, Caferino VILL-MOR, Francisco CARMOsa and 
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Carlos ANTIPALA as hostages (R 2, i0, 21, 39, 61, 87, 97). One of the 
brothors said to the Japanese, "You can't do this. They have beon our 
sorvante," whereupon the Japanese officer became angry ani hit hin 

(R10). The prisonors were thon takon outside the door and shote were 
heard from that direction (R 21, 61). Matoo ESTRERA although badly 

wounded, returned (R 2, 39, 79, 87) but was killed during the massacre 
which ensued (R 22, 78, 79). 


Shortly after the shots wero hoard, tho officer went to the 
Wippon Club but returned to tho College ani instructed the soldiere to 
murder all the people (R10, 11, 22); thoy began shooting and bayonoting 
those who were downstairs in tho corridor (Ex. AA; R 2, 79). Many hid 
in an improvised air-raid shelter on the first floor and when the 
Japanose heard the cries of the women and children and the prayers of 
the Brothors, it attracted their attontion ani one of the soldiers 
carrying a lamp came into the shelter, ordcred them out and as they left 
the Japaneso struck them with tho butts of thoir guns. They were thon 
forced to face the wall and the officer came down from upstairs and gave 
instructions to start killing, whereupon thoy were shot and bayoneted 
(R 7, 60, 79). A few persons had takon rofugo in a small room under the 
staircase called the wine collar (Ex. I, AA; R 22) which the officer 
entored, shot one or two and after the others had started out the door, 
ordored them killed (R 22). Some of the people started downsteirs and 
instructions were given to bayonet all those who attempted to leave and 
many were killed on the stair-way (Ex. G). Tho Japeneso then went to 
the second floor (Fx. Z; R10) and told the porsons there to form a line 
with their hands above th:ir heads, after which they were killed or 
wounded (R 48, 52). 


One of the victims, tonto COJUANGCO, Jr., who was ill with 
typhoid fever was in a room with four othere into which the soldiers 
fired, then ontored, searchod the victims and ordered thom to turn 
around, at which time thoy wero bayoneted (Ex. 2; R 65, 67). Antonio 
was dragged to the entrance of tha chapel where he was stabbed twice 
while lying on the floor (R 31). Sovorel of the Brothers, including 
ANTHONY, wore in the chapel when the bodies of some of the victims were 
discovered with bloodstains plainly visible on the wall (R 3, 89, 93, 
94; Ex. BE). The massacre lasted approximately twenty mimutes but the 
Japenese remainod about an hour theroafter searching for firearms, 
ransacking the place, and taking food and personal property of the 
victims (R11, 31). During the search they discovered Teofilo CANDARI 
hidden in the toilet and attacked him inflicting thirty-three wounds 
including one in the stomach which caused his intestines to protrude 
about six inches and then left him for dead but he concealed himself until 
rescued (R 83). 


(Mre.) Holen VASQUZZ PRADA wae literally butchered and left 
to die as her left shoulder was hacked and large pieces of flesh were 
cut from her arme and hips (R 3, 33, 68, 74). One of the victims who 
had boen bayoneted twice in tho back and once in the chest feigned doath 
when a Japanese sat on hor thigh and tried to break her legs (R 50) while 
from time to time the Japenese would make romarks and laugh at those who 
wore wounded and suffering (R 3). 


There 48 evidonco that an attompt was made to rape some of 
the victims (R 4) and tho body of As.la CARLOS was discovored en 
dishabille and in such a» position as to indicate she had been violatod 
(R17). On tho 13th the Japenese returned ani when they saw the body 
of fourtoon-year old Fortunata SALOJGA lying in an oxposed condition, 
attempted to have intercourse» with hor although she had beon dead from 
eight to ten hours and rigor mortis had ent in (R32). An enlisted man 
attempted to violate Miss Yosario CARLOS but left when an officer saw 
him (R 32, 53). Servillano AQUINO and Dionisia CARLOS stated they saw 
a Japencso soldier rape Isabel LAMBA (DUPA) (R 33, 50) but she denics 
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that such act occurred (R 87). That evening the Japenoso came back 

and kicked the bodies in an effort to find out who were still alive 

but those who were dared not move or maka any noise (R 33, 34) whereupon 
attompts were mada to burn the south wing of the building (R 5, 11, 34; 
Ex. S ani T) and while Brother 2UBERT wae ondeavoring to oxtinguish the 
flames ho was -bscrvad and killed (R 34, 68). 


On the afternoon of tho 15th tho Amorican forcos arrived in 


thie area, ontered tha building, and discovered tho wounded removed thom 
to a hospital (R 7, 11, 35, 63). 
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
